18H No 1 Well as the unit well for HA RA SU71, at the location shown on the plat submitted with
the application.

4. To confirm Goodrich Petroleum Company, LLC as operator of the Haynesville Zone, Reservoir A,
SU7I.

5. To find that, except to the extent contrary to the order granted by the Commissioner of Conservation in
connection with the hearing held on this application, the provisions of Order No. 289-R, effective
June 9, 2009, as amended and supplemented by the 289-R Series of Orders, shall remain in full
force and effect.

6. To consider such other matters as may be pertinent.

The Haynesville Zone, Reservoir A was fully defined in Order No. 289-R, effective April 1, 2008, and
was redefined in Order No. 289-R-3, effective June 25, 2008.
